CATTLE AND 8HEEP KINGS. 


_ “The greatest herdsman in the world” 
is the title claimed for Samuel W. Allen, 
of Texas, who owns 225,000 cattle. He 
has one ranche 80 miles long and 40 wide, 
between the Nevada and Selenide rivers, 
the largest on the continent, which pas- 
tures 120,000 head. Two others accom- 
modate respectively 70,000 and 35,000. 
These cattle all subsist on the native 
grasses of that part of Texas, His herds 
require the attention of at least 400 herd- 
ersand branders, and the use of 3,000 
horses, He brands 60,000 calves every 
year to keep up the supply. The value 
of his stock, exclusive of the land, ex- 
ceeds $5,500,000, 

Armijo & Baca, of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, owns nearly 2,000,000 head of 
sheep, which are scattered over a ran 
of coumtry 300 miles square. The her 
roam at will over the boundless dry 
plains of New Mexico, without shelter 
all the year through. They require no 
feeding, the short, nutritious gramma 
grass agording good pasturage in winter 
as well as in summer.
